URING the present week America’s chemists, united in 
the membership of the American Chemical Society, 
are meeting in Minneapolis to tell each other what they have 
done in the past year and what they hope to accomplish 
during the coming period. 

Scientists are traditionally modest, so much so that in 
many cases we actually do not know to whom we owe many 
of the developments and discoveries that are making modern | 
life what it is. Behind almost all the luxuries, the refine- 
ments of existence and what we even think of as necessities 
of our present scale of living, are the study and experiment 
that have gone on in chemical laboratories. — 

To the ingenuity of metallurgical chemists we owe the 
steels that enable us to construct the great skyscrapers that 
make our cities possible. Metallurgy has been a vital factor 
in the development of the automotive industry. The alloyed 
metals that make modern cars the durable and efficient 

lags that they are, have all come from the workshops 
of Pomists. The modern body finishes that have given us 

~#% great color ranges that we now demand, were produced | 
by chemists from materials that just a few years ago would | 
have been considered outside the scope of color development. 
The huge Zeppelins at which we stare upward .in wonder 
and admiration are the product of chemistry almost entirely. |

the properties necessary for airship construction. Chemists 
worked out the problem of giving us gases capable of lifting 
these huge fabrics, and in helium they have given us a non- 
inflammable gas that adds immeasurably to the safety of 
air transport. 

To the wonders that the coming years are to give the 
human race, the chemists will be among the principal con- 
tributors. Without knowing it, even the last man in the | 
street has a personal interest in the meeting that is being 
held this week at Minneapolis.

Pedestrian Subways 
UBWAYS for passing pedestrian traffic under vehicular 
traffic are not altogether new. Many cities have them, 
though not yet in great profusion. New York never has 
had a traffic separator of this kind, but is to experiment 
with one at Madison Avenue and 42d Street.
